Convinced that the Htle to land 
appropriated to such use 
Should be vested in the public: 
desirous that the parcel of land 
in this fown generally enalled 
the Common, should be convert- 
ed and accommodated to the 
public use, cach and conven. 
jence:” and “shall use and oc- 
cupy the same as a Common as 
aforesaid and shall not convert 
the same to any other uae by 
erecting buildings thereon or 
otherwise.”
